The United States has supplied 
Israel with Cobra helicopter gun- 
ships, UPI reported from Tel Aviv 
yesterday, quoting unidentified 
“sources.” Publications abroad re- 

| ported the sale of the helicopters 
some ting) ago, but this is the: first 
time 8 itary censorship per- 
mitted its publication from Israel. 

The censor did not permit the 
UPI correspondent, Richard C. 

Gross, to say how many Cobras Is- 
rael has, or when they were deliver- 
ed. The types of the aircraft and 
what weapons they carry also re- 
main classified information. 

‘The army spokesman, declined to 
comment on the news agency report. 
The censorship's decision to allow 
publication of the Item was appa- 
rently not coordinated with the 
spokesman. 

Following are extracts from the 
report: 

The Cobra [8 viewed as especially 
effective in spectalized combat mis- 
sions, possibly even against Arab 
terrorist concentrations in Lebanon. 
Israeli forces have been training 
on Cobras for several months. 

The Cobra frst saw action during

At least three versions have been 
manufactured, and some models 
have been sent to Iran. 

A twin-engined Cobra, such as 
the AH-1J Seacobra used by the 
United States Marine Corps, has a 
maximum level speed of 833 kph 
when at a maximum take-off and 
landing weight of 4,585 kg. 

Tts maximum rate of climb at 
capacity load is 1,090 feet per minute 
and its’ service ceiling is 10,550 
feet.

— Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger yesterday proposed an “infor- 
mal” conference of Israel, the Arab states and 
other interested countries as a step towards a 


Middle East settlement. 


Offered as a possible alternative 
to the Geneva peace conference, Dr. 
Kissinger said in an address to the 
UN General Assembly on the open- 
ing day of the’ annual policy de- 
bate that the meeting would pro- 
vide a means for the parties ‘to 
assess conditions and to discuss the 
future.” 

At the same time, Kissinger said 
he was ready to follow up the Is- 
raeli-Egyptian Sinai settlement by 
seeking to promote an interim 
agreement on the Golan Heights 
with Syria — or even to reconvene 
the Geneva talks. 

Saying that “opportunities must 
be seized or they will disappear,” 
he emphasized that U.S. policy was 
directed at maintaining the momen- 
tum of Sinai. He assured the Soviet 
Union that “we do not attempt to 
exclude any country” and said the 
U.S. “will support whatever process 
seems most promising.” 

Dr. Kissinger said that the Egyp- 
tian-Israeli accord deserved the sup- 
port of all countries in the UN 
because every nation had an inte- 
rest in progress towards peace in 
the Middle East. ‘The U.S. is de- 
termined to take every feasible step 
to help promote further practical 
progress towards final peace.” 

As a first step, it was essential 
that the Sinai agreement be carried 
out impeccably. 

“We are prepared also to explore 
possibilities for perhaps a more in- 


‘formal multilateral meeting to as- 


sess conditions and to discuss the 
future. The U.S. seeks no special 
benefit: we do not attempt to ex- 
clude any country.. We will co- 
operate with any nation that is 
willing to make a contribution. We 
have no preference for any par- 
ticular procedure. We will support 
whatever process seems most pro- 
mising. Our approach will continue 
to be both flexible and determined.” 

Dr. Kissinger said the search 
for final peace should be conducted 
on a wide basis. The U.S. had al- 
ready begun discussions with the 
Soviet Union, with a view to as- 
sessing the current situation in the 
Middle East and weighing possible 
diplomatic approaches to bring about 
a@ just and durable peace in ac- 
cordance with Security Council Re- 
solutions 242 and 338. 

The Secretary of State, who con- 
ferred last week and again on Sun- 
day night with Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko, went on: 
“While we have had important dif- 
ferences with the Soviet Union, our 
two countries have held parallel 
views that the situation in the Mid- 
dle East poses grave dangers and 
that steps must be part of 
and contribute to progress towards 
a comprehensive settlement. 

“The role of the world organiza- 
tion remains essential. If this or- 
ganization has no other accomplish- 
ment than its effective peacekeep- 
ing role in this troubled area, it 
would have well justified itself.”

Africa’s continuing occupation 
of South-West Africa, as well as 
to apartheid. 
@ Proposed as a major step to- 
wards slowing down nuclear 
proliferation that multi-national cen- 
tres be set up to oversee reproces- 
sing of atomic materials. 
@ Claimed that policy of detente 
towards the Soviet Union was 
sparing the world “chronic and bit- 
ter confrontations.” 

Dr. Kissinger said that the state 
of U.S.-Soviet relations today and 
just a decade ago presented a dra- 
matic contrast. “Periodic consulta- 
tions — including at the highest 
level — encourage restraint and 
amplify areas of mutual interest.” 
The Secretary of State said there 
was “no relationship to which the 
US. assigns greater significance 
than its new ties with the People’s 
Republic of China.” (AP, UFi)

In 
1961, the contract was revised at 
the request of the private share- 
holders, providing the group with

US. army took years to explain deaths 
of workers in biological laboratory 


FREDERICK, Maryland (AP). — 
The families of at least two of 
three civilian employees killed by 
diseases contracted while working 
in the biological warfare labora. 
tory at Ft. Detrick here say they 
weren't told the cause of ‘death 
until years later. 


The army acknowledged last week 
that microbiologist William Boyles, 
electrician Joel Eugene Willard ard 
animal caretaker Albert Nickel dicd 
of diseases contracted at the lab> 
ratory. 

Gladys Nickel apparently frst 
jearned of the cause of her hva. 
band’s death during a weekend i. 
terview with the “Frederick News- 
Post." 

She commented, “After 11 years, 
you learn to live with it It really 
doesn’t matter any more. Nothing 
will bring him back.” 

Mrs. Nickel said, “They promi- 
Sed to tell me what he died from 
but they never did. I watched him 
die through a little window to his 
quarantine room: at the Detrick in- 
firmary. When I asked officials why 
he died, they told me they didn't 
know, but would tell me when they 
found out.” 

Nickel fell ΠῚ on January 24, 
1964, and reported to an outpatient

an army memo made public Friday.

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union is finding it increasingly dif- 
ficult to exploit its vast oil reserves 
at a profit, even though it is the 
world's oil producer, This 
has been said by Valentin Shashin, 
the Oil Minister, in a rare public 
‘rebuke over the inefficiency and 
laggard Planning of his industry and 
others aasociated with it. 

Writing in the newspaper ‘‘Sot- 
sielisticheskaya Industriy'a,” 
Shashin said that to sustain a 
production increase last year of 
226.3m. barrels, the Soviet Union had 
in fact to find 657m. barrels of ad- 
ditionai reserves. This stems from 
the fact that production from the 
traditional oll regions is diminishing. 
not only because the oil is running 
out but also because modern 
methods of extracting marginal 
reserves are not adequately used. 

Shashin complained that "new 
production capacity is not used to 
open up new fields but to compensate 
for the failure of diminishing fields."* 

Soviet oi] production now runs to 
9.1m. barrels daily, compared to 
8.6m. barrels daily in the United 
States. 

On top of the need for more 
energetic development of Siberian 
and off-shore fields, Shashin said the 
Soviet Union needs far greater ef- 
ficiency in the fields it has already 
developed. = ᾿ 

New Methods Needed 

“We need to apply new intensive 
methods of work and bring in highly 
productive equipment,’’ Shashin 
wrote. ‘*... During the next five year 
planning period, we will have to in- 
creaze the productivity of each drill- 
ing device by 40 per cent while 
simultaneously cutting by 40 or 50 
per cent the cost of exploring and

The Soviet Union exports about 
2.3m. barrels a day, much of it to 
Eastern Europe. Despite the fact 
that it has increased the price to 
capitalist customers to near the 
prevailing world rate, the Soviets 
achieved only a small foreign trade 
surplus last year, largely because of 
the price they must pay for imported 
technology. Increasing domestic 
needs make it difficult for the Soviet 
Union to boost its exports, despite 
the lure of hard currency. It has told 
neighbouring Finland that oil 
shipments cannot be increased. 

The Soviets have also more than 
doubled the price of oi] sold to East 
European allies, forcing them to 
seek alternative markets. 

The fact that the most promising 
fields are in the most difficult parts 
of the country, thousands of nriles 
from the nearest market, makes the 
question of future investment par- 
ticularly daunting. 

According to figures given by 
Shashin, the Soviet Union has so far 
failed to recoup the 20b. dollars 


Productivity in Israel 
increasing more slowly 
than in the West -

CAPITAL'S share in the National 
Income during 1974 increased to 29.2 
per cent, while the share of labour 
declined to 70.8 per cent, according 
to a study made by the Institute for 
Research of the National Product 
and Incomes. | 
‘These changes keep up a trend of 
the past 10 years, during which 
capital’s share in the National In- 
come has increased from 16.2 per 
cent, while labour's share declined 
from 83.8 per cent. : 
_This means that as the National 

Income increases, owners of capital 
- gain a larger proportion of the in- 
crease than do workers. Capital's 
total gains have increased despite 
the fact that the ratio between 
capital and output increased in 1974 
τ that is, the return on itivestment 
declined from 10.2 per cent in 1973 to 
9.3 per cent in 1974. 


The main cause of the increase in 
eapital’s gains as opposed to 
labour’s was seen in the increase of 
the “per hour’’ Gross National 
Product by 40 per cent last year, 
compared with the increase of the 
per-hour jJabour costs by 34.5 per 
cent. ‘This, too, has been the in 
the past decade—the GNP-per-hour 
worked has increased by 551 per cent 
since 1964, while the per hour labour 
‘costs has increased only by 473 per 

. cent. : 
. The increase in the capital-to- 
output ratio has meant, among other 
things, that capital is under- 
utilized. That is, more capital in- 
vestment produces relatively less 
output. Since capital investment 
means purchase of equipment, 
building of plants, and so on, this 
means that such investment in- 
-creases have not produced’ the 


proportionate increase in productivi- 


ty. 

The study shows, in fact, that the 
productivity of labour in Israel show- 
ed less of an increase than in most 
western countries. Only the U.K., 
Canada and Switzerland have had 
lower increases in productivity than 
has Israel. 

An earlier study, conducted by Dr. 
David Morawetz of The Hebrew 
University, found that the increase 
in the capital-i ratio has 
been chiefly the result of vast incen- 
tives granted to encourage in- 
vestors. The Law for Encourage- 
ment of Capital Investments provid- 


-ed substantial tax benefits (now 


largely abolished under the income 
tax reform), and low-interest loans. 
Thus, the economy has been flooded 
by tools and equipment which are 
under-utilized. 

Despite the benefits granted by 
the law, however, investment in in- 
dustry has declined by 50 per cent 
since 1973. One of the major reasons 
for this, according to some, is the 
growing cost to investors resulting 
from devaluations and from price in- 
creases, sas 

Two Knesset Members, Adi 
Amorai and Yehezkel Flumin, have 
proposed to the Finance Minister 
and the Commerce and Industry 
Minister that an ‘‘Insurance system" 
be set up to protect investors from 
inflation, beyond a maximum of 20 
per cent per year. 

They brought up the example of 
one investor who bought machinery 
for $7m., and then had to pay an ad- 
ditional IL30m. as devaluation costs. 


* Amorai and Fiumin suggest that the 


Government loan investors 80 per 
cent of the costs of inflation and 
devaluations, beyond the 20 per cent 
limit, on terms similar to the 
development loans the Government 


grants.

Gifted children’s talents often 
tragically wasted, experts say 


By PETER WILBY 

LONDON (Ofns). — 
VERY INTELLIGENT children. if 
wrongly handled, can be higger 
social] problema than the very 
backward. This is one of the main 
conclusions to emerge from the re- 
cent first world conference on gifted 
children in London. 

A gifted child has an intelligence 
quotient (19) of at least 140, com- 

with the average of around 
100. He falls into the top two per cent 
of the population. The chief aim of 
the conference, attended by experts 
from over 50 countries, is to per- 
suade the governments of the world 
that such children require special 
recognition and treatment. 

The experts claim that, at present, 
their potential is tragically wasted. 
On average, it is said, they achieve 
only 15 per cent of their potentials in 
their lifetimes and only one gifted 
child in five is even recognised as ex- 


ceptional by his teachers.

Overland 
Bridge to 
be enlarged 


By Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The “Overland Bridge” 
operated by the Zim subsidiary, 
Kedem, for the transportation of 
goods between Europe, East Africa 
and the Far East, as an alternate 
route to the Suez Canal, is to be 
enlarged. All goods over the bridge 
will now be shipped in containers, 
the board of governors of the Kedem 


‘company, decided here recently... 
Contrary to expectations, the | 


reopening of the Canal has given 
more business to the “"bridge.”” 

Reviewing the bridge's activities, 
Kedem general manager Moshe 
Klein informed the board that due to 
the switch to containerization since 
the Yom Kippur War, cargo volume 
had increased and during the first 
half of.this year exceeded the total 
volume of 1974. He estimated that 
during 1975, a total of 50,000 tons of 
goods will pass over the “bridge” as 
against 23,000 tons in 1974. 

The goods are tr: ed from 
Europe by Zim to Ashdod harbour, 
and from there are trucked to Eilat, 
where they are reloaded for transport 
to the Hast, and vice versa. The com- 
‘pany is now exploring the possibility 
of expanding thé-service to include 
Scandinavian ports too. Mr. Klein 
reported that the reopening of the 
Canal had in fact fostered the 
“bridge” business, as many ships 
-using the Canal no longer cali at 
Hast African ports, so that cargoes to 
and from these ports:are diverted to 


the “bridge.” 


The Zim spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post that the bridge was 
paying for itself, and was an added 
source of income for the company.

Yet, in most Western countries, 
ed emphasis over the past ee 
has been on or and depri 
children pe those at the 
other extreme. In the United States, 
for example, spending on the han- 
dicapped has increased 300 per cent

during the past 10 years, while 
federal funds for helping the gifted 
have only just been allocated. 

Most experts at the conference, 
however, are adamant that they are 
not seeking special schools or even 
special classes for the gifted. Many 
pointed out that the great brains 
must, sooner or later, learn to live 
with the rest of us. 

Needs of gifted 

What gifted children need, they 
Say, are more opportunities to pur- 
sue their own interests within nor- 
mal schools and classrooms. They 
need courses in computers, 
shorthand, geology, electronics, and 
archaeology. They need oppor- 
tunities to play chess and other in- 
tellectual games. They need 
anything, in fact, that will keep them 
stimulated. 

These opportunities can be provid- 
ed at evenings and weekends and 
perhaps, by occasional withdrawal 
from ordinary lessons. Otherwise, 
the gifted-must the same=: 
basic education as everyone else and 
learning that others do not under- 
stand things as readily as they do is, 
an essential part of their training. It 
is up to their teachers to recognise 
that they can finish their work 
quicker than other children and to 
ensure that they have something else 
to get on with to keep them out of 
mischief.

Since the list in question concerns personal tragedies, it 
takes on an even more sinister aspect in the public imagina- 
tion. 

Certain political groupings, moreover, bave not been above 
further frightening the public imagination by beffudling it 
with half-truths and tendentious represéptations. 

The religious establishment on its part has aggravated rather 
than ameliorated the situation by shying away from a full 
and fair disclosure of the true facts. Mealy-mouthed denials 
by certain religious officials of the very existence of the list, 
when its existence is a Lah fact, have succeeded in com- 
Promising the credibility of its defenders and enhancing that 
of its detractors.
